— In addition, if Applicant elects cellular assemblies, Applicant must further elect only 
one type of cellular assembly from between embryos and pancreatic cells (corresponding to 
Claim 14). 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects without traverse to prosecute the claims of Group I 
(Claims 1-3 and 1 1-14) as drawn to NSO cells. 

Applicants expressly reserve the right to file divisional applications or take such other 
appropriate measures deemed necessary to protect the inventions in the remaining claims and 
non-elected sequences.
